In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discuss the identity and function of the fragment of HMGI used in 
the assay method for screening candidate compounds capable of inhibiting HMGI biological activity (claim 47). 
Applicants indicate the fragment, for example, can be a fragment in the linker region of HMGI, and a compound, which 
binds to the fragment, can be a candidate compound for the first step of screening and further be tested for the second 
step of cell assay to confirm its inhibiting HMGI biological activity. Applicants would consider providing information 
regarding the identities of fragments. Examiners point out the limitation "the fragments include a biologically active 
region of the HMGI protein" (claim 55) would include not only the fragments in the DNA binding domain or in the 
protein-protein interaction domain, but also the fragments in the linker region. 
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
